W a r M a n p o w e r C o m m issio n B u sy 
Monday afternoon, 0. R. Roddem, 
Manager of the United States Em­ 
ployment Service, Abilene District, 
was in Hamlin forming a Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee to help co-ordinate 
this part of Jones County to find 
every available main or woman who 
can go to some war plant and work. 
Mr. Redden called for the Mayor, 
the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Herald Editor, and 
A. Spencer to meet him at the City 
Hall to la y the matter before them, 
for concerted action in Hamlin. 
The War Manpower Director in 
Abilene is E. J. Berry, who realiz­ 
ing the urgency of more workers in 
plants in West Texas, called a meet­ 
ing to get united action in this Dis­ 
trict. Below are some of the points 
stressed by Mr. Berry:

“ All war production is on sched­ 
ule here in the Abilene area. How­ 
ever, none of the super-critical items 
are manufactured here.” 
The committee was told that the 
primary problem in the Abilene a tta 
is the problem of transferring sur­ 
plus labor here (persons unem ploy­ 
ed or employed in less-essential or 
non-essential activity) to war pro­ 
duction centers badly in need of 
manpower. 
“ The Amarillo area, adjacent to 
ours, has a quantity of must pro­ 
duction which is behind schedule due 
to m a n p o w e r shortages,” Berry 
pointed out.

“A pledge of cooperation with this 
program was prepared by the com­ 
mittee. It is to be distributed to em­ 
ployers throughout the area who will 
be asked to pledge that they will not 
hire any workers in violation of es­ 
tablished WMC employment stabiliz­ 
ation programs. It is to be signed 
and returned to the Local Chairman, 


and we hope to be able to publish it 
in the form of an honor roll. A simi­ 
lar H on or R o ll for workers who ac­ 
cept war production jobs will be 
prepared also, in the Abilene office. 
The WMC director also pointed 
out that 141,000 workers are needed 
to produce critical items now, and 
another 159,000 within the next six 
months.

male workers cannot he hired un­ 
less they possess a Statement of 
Availability. If the worker was 
last employed in war production, 
he must not be employed except 
in other war production of equal 
or more importance. 
(Counties 
not served by local offices a re :

man, Comanche, Concho, Crock­

O u r job in 1944 w as twofold: To do 
everything we could 
> keep a steady 
stream of communie / ions equipment 
flowing to the army and navy—as much 
as they needed—and, at the same time, 
to maintain quality of service as high as 
possible for the folks here at home. 


T h e B ell Sys- 
tem did keep the 
a rm ed fo r c e s 
supplied — tele­ 
phone factories 
worked almost IOO per cent on war or­ 
ders. At home there were unavoidable 
delays on some long distance calls, but 
local service, on th* wh Ie, was good. 


M ere in the Southwest telephone facil­ 
ities were stretched to the limit. A total 
of 260,000 persons asked for service and 
got it. Some 233,000 of these took the 
places of customers who ordered their 
telephones d isco n n ect­ 
ed. T elephone people 
squeezed in the addition­ 
al 27,000 by hard work 
and in gen u ity.
